The salvaging of the German navy 
from the bottom of Scapa Flow was 
perhaps the biggest job ‘of the kind 
on record... A wonderful feat it was, 
made comparatively easy, however, 
by the fact that the fleet lay in shal- 
low water. 

Hitherto, no great feat of salvage 
has .been accomplished at a greater 
depth than 300 feet, and very few 
at that depth. But a German firm has 
constructed—that is the right word-— 
a diving outfit: that enables men to 
work at 400 feet or more. The Lusi- 
tania is in 500 feet of water off the | 
coast of’ Ireland, and it iS expected 
the divers will be able ‘to get at her if 
they want to.

There will be no ex:use for players | 
injuring opponents ‘about the head 
and face in future. Another ruling) 
says: Any player cuttirg another 
player about the head or face with) 
his stick will automatically receive a 


major penalty. The same thing ap- 


plies to the aggressor in a fight. If; 


the referee defines the aggressor, the 
latter takes. major penalty. The 
person struck will not be penalized 
unless he retaliates, in which case he 
will be chased for two minutes. 

Still another ruling covers the 
chopping of hockey sticks ,from a 
player’s hands. In this case the chop- 
per will be penalized, while the chop- 
ped will also go to the box if he in- 
terferes in any play while lacking 
his stick.

Preservation Of Sight Should Be 


Taught In Schools 


That one-half of blindness among 
| children is preventable, and that the 
| preventation of blindness should be 


first taught in the schools, is the 
opinion of Miss Mary C, McLelland, 
National Field Secretary of the Pre- 
vention Department of the Canadian 
| National Institute for the Blind, To- 
ronto. 

Miss McLelland said that her de- 
partment was in favor of text books 
| with larger type being used, as they 
/are in the States. A child with de- 
| fective sight would have to strain to 
read small type at.present used in 
text book publication. In order to 
cons‘der the publication of such a 
book when the new reader for the 
' western province comes out, a com- 
mittee has been formed, with Dr. 
Fletcher, of Winnipeg, as head. A 
survey is also. being made in an 
effort to have sight saving classes in- 
stituted in the larger cities, she said. 


Television Is Improving 


Spectators See Actors Distinctly At 
Distance Of Thirty Miles 

Images ‘as clear as those seen in 
the average motion. picture theatre 
are projected by a television trans- 
mitter which has been tested in Ger- 
many. The spectators are able to 
observe the. vividly clear pictures 
much as if they were at a moving 
picture. show. The transmitter 
catches pictures with a sharp lens 
having a celerity of . 50,000 light 
points a second. By. the use of a 
photo-electric cell these light points 
are changed and transmitted on a 
70-meter wave. Spectators 30 miles 
distance faced the lens and saw pic- 
tures of the actors with the utmost 
distinctness.
